problem confronting anyone in Hemp- 
stead county who expects to produce 
live stock.

'The 
views of farmers regarding 


pasture lands is undergoing a change. 
Until recently the idea has prevailed 
with many farmers in Arkansas, that 
land devoted to pastures was land 
largely wasted. Formerly any land 
capable of producing u small crop of 
cctton or corn was thought to be poor- 
ly used if it remained in pasture. 
Such land, as a rule, has been plow- 
ed, up, and put into tilled crops be- 
fore pasture crops had time to become 
well established. 


"The better informed men are learn- 


ing that pastures supply the cheapest 
feed produced on the farm and that 
good pastures are essential to success- 
ful dairying or any other enterprise 
involving 
livestock. The 
farm, 
as 


such, cannot afford to be without a 
good pasture. Two things are espec- 
ially vital in having good pasture: 
One is to use crops for pastures that 
will actually provide grazing during 
the normal pasture season; the other
